A BALLOT TO JtE TAKEN TODAY 


Tlie I)e Young Forces Say Perkins 


Must be Nominated on the First 


Ballot or Not at Ati. 


SACKAMKNTO, January 21.—A resolu- 


tion WHB rend in the assembly rcquiriug 
candidates for United Stntea senator to 
pledge themeelvea that in the event of 
election they will urge the passage of a 
law providing that United States sena- 
tors shall be elected by the direct votes of 
tho people. The resolution was referred 
tc tk« committee on federal relations. 


BBNATK. 


Senator Orr offered a resolution direct- 


ing the president to appoint a special com- 
mittee of live to investigate tho alleged 


v election frauds in San .Francisco. Tho 
resolution authorizes tho committee to 
proceed to San Francisco, and gives them 
power to send for persona ami papers. 
Tho resolution was made the special or- 
der for Wednesday 
afternoon at 3 
o'clock. 


Senator I'edhir, chairman of 
tho 


L'ommilteo on 
hospitals, returned a 


favorable report on the bill to protect 
patients from extortion by dishonest 
physicians ami druggists. This bill is 
designed to prevent the payment by 
druK^iata to physicians of a percentage 
or prescriptions. 


The assembly bill authorizing the gov- 
ernor to appoint u special com mission of 
three ineinbora, each to receive $ ID per 
day, for tho purpose of cffoctiiifj a re- 
vision of the utato revenue luwti. was 
read the second time and mndo (ho spe- 
cial order for tomorrow afternoon. 


Over fifty new bills were introduced. 


Senator U leaves introduced a bill pro- 
viding for thy reorganization cf tho Na- 
tional Guard on the linea suggested by 
the officers' association of the National 
Guard. Another bill by Senator (!leaves 
relates to the suppression of riots by the 
National Guard. The bill is intended to 
remedy tho conflicting provisions in tho 
civil and military laws of the at ft to und 
to protect guardsmen who may shoot 
riotioua citixena while acting under or- 
ders of liia superior olticer 'from prose- 
cution under the civil law.

board of examiners, which should have 
been done.

ONE GOOD ROAD. 


The Highway From Sanger to Se- 


quoia Mills. 


From Uic Hanger IK-nilO. 


On Saturday hist L,insey Bros.' stage 


and a surrey left Sanger with seven 
piiBBeiigera aboard, bound for Sequoia 
mills. Heretofore it has been Impossi- 
ble for teams to miiko tlio through trip 
at this senson of the year, and the fact 
that it has been accomplished this week 
without accident speaka well for tho 
construction of tho new road over the 
mountains. A few landslides were en- 
countered, which necessitated the un- 
hitching of horses and pulliug the surrey 
acroEK tho bud places by hand. Tho 
stage was left at Duulap, while the sur- 
rey, uontaing Mra. Cook and her chil- 
dren, went up the mountain grade to 
the mills. Cuddle-horses had been pro- 
vided for the men. It is said that the 
road can bo repaired and put in good 
shape for travel in tho spring at very 
little expense. The road from Viaaliii 
to the sawmills is impassable at the 
present time. Only small quantities of 
snow were encountered along the route. 
In shaded spots it was a foot"'deep"'in 
some places, but soon melta away. The 
total rainfall for the season at Sequoia 
mills, up to Saturday last, was nineteen 
inches. 


Mr. Cook, the now superintendent of 


the sawmills, has several men helping 
him to put the machinery in order for 
active operations in tho timber region 
when the snow disappears in the spring.

NAI-A, January 21.—Rain IIIIK fallen 


almost constantly today, amounting for 
twelve hours to upwards of three- 
fourths of an inch. 
The river 
lias 


steadily risen until it is now out of its 
banks, and as tho storm still continues, 
fenr is entertained that tho low portion 
of town will bo flooded before morning. 
Tho steamer /infumlel left her wharf 
for San Francisco at -1 o'clock, but had 
not gone over half a milo when she 
crashed into Wolff's wharf, and had 
nearly till tho paddlea on her wheel car- 
ried away. She will probably have to 
remain there until repairs are made. 
The current was so strong she could not 
be controlled. 


WOODLAND, January 21.—A terrific 


wind and rain storm id raging, and if it 
continues us it has begun during tho 
night, the (lood is likely to reach a 
higher point thitn at any time during 
the Bc:idon. There are grave fears that 
railroad communication will bo inter- 
rupted. 


Wnoni.ANt>. January 
!M. — Howell 
I'oint levee has given way, and 12,000 
acres ot land aa good as any in the Suc- 
nimento valley ::: under water. Tho 
body of land which waa protected by 
this ievoe is situated in both Yolo and 
Coluaa counties. Tho loss cannot be 
estimated at this time. 


SACKAMKNTO, January 21.—Today was 


one of tho worst over experienced by 
railroad men on the mountain divisions. 
Snow folUioavily all day and waa blown 
in increasing drifts from Gold Run to 
Truckeo on the Central I*acillc line and 
from Delta to Aehlaud on the Oregon 
line, necessitating the constant running 
of rotary plows between these points. 
Koporta from etationa along tho moun- 
tains show snow on tho ground ranging 
in depth from two to twenty feet. The 
river marks twenty-four feet, a fall of 
nine inches since Sunday. At Grand 
Island tho water is within eight inches 
of being as high as it was at the last 
high water. If the storm continues it 
will test tfifi levees in all directions. A 
warm rain, on the mountains of snow 
would bring a greater body of water on 
the valley than in 1861-62. 


DUNHMUIIS, January 21.—The snow 


aturm of yesterday continued till this 
evening and then chanted to rain. 
About noon a big avalanche of snow 
came down from a high mountain west 
of the river just above upper aoda 
springs and buried the track sixty feet 
deep under snow, treea, brush and rockfi.

where 
the 
snow 
was 


forty 
to 
fifty 
feet 
deep 
and 


carried down everything in its path, 
and crashed into tho river and away up 
the other bank and dammed the river 
till it ran dry below. The masa will 
have to be shoveled out and much of 
it loaded on flat cara and carried away. 


February Weather. 


Captain J. B. Williams, obaerver for 


the Fresno department of the weather 
bureau, has compiled statistics showing 
the average weather changes and phe- 
nomena for the past seven years in this 
county. From his report the following 
facta are taken: The mean tempera- 
ture, 50; warmest February was that of 
1802, coldest that of ] 894; highest Febru- 
ary temperature 83, lowest 27; average 
rain for February 1.25 inches, greatest 
2.2-1 inches, lenat .13 inches; greatest 
rain in 2-1 consecutive hours 1.49 inches; 
highest wind during any February was 
UO miles an hour, February 10, 1894.

BHOOKI,Y.\, January 
21.—Continual 


disorder marked today's continuation of 
the trolley strike in thia city. Addi- 
tional militia arrived and was stationed 
at the Third avenue depot and power 
house of the Second avenue line. Tho 
committee of citfcons appointed at tho 
strikers' meeting solicited aid from the 
storekeepers in tho vicinity, securing 
barrels of potatoes, sacks of Hour, other 
provisions and $!S50 in cash. The men 
claim they are in position to hold out 
six months. Before 
daybreak 
this 


morning tho overhead wire of a down 
town track wag cut, taking an hour to 
put it back in working order. 


Elmer P. Van Dyke, a militiaman, 


fell from the second story of tho Thir- 
teenth Regiment armory, receiving fatal 
wounds. A tow new men received dur- 
ing tho day enabled tho coin puny to run 
thirty additional carg. As two trolly 
cars wore passing through Gates av- 
enue at 0.2") thia evening thuy were as- 
sailed by showom of atones from house- 
tops and windows on both sides of the 
avenue. 
A crowd on the sidewalk 


joined in theattack. Patrolmen Shnuck- 
luton, liusli and Coolihau were severely 
injiiru-1. At 8.45 this evening :i car of 
tho Italeey street lino was attacked by a 
rnobol lODandall the windows Kmtishcd. 
Two policemen got off the car and lired 
their revolvers at tho crowd. So f.tr as 
could be learned no one was hurt. Tho 
ranks of the strikers hare been swelled 
by a largo number of roughs and tramps 
from New York. 


Two police ollicera from the second 


precinct, named Collins and 
Degun, 


wore shot by tho mob at Stuvesant ave- 
nue at 9 p.m. Dcgau's \yonn'.l is seri- 
ous. Superintendent 
Kitzer learned 


that tho shots canto from a house in the 
neighborhood. Ho forced hia wuy up 
the atairs with two of his men and ar- 
rested u woman named Carney, who it 
is believed either did tho shooting or iu 
aware of who did it. The woman was 
put in a patrol witgon, but the mob in- 
tercepted tho vehicle and pelted it with 
stones. Mrd. Onrnoy wns hit on tho 
heitd with a rock and rucoivtM severe 
acalp wounda. 


THE ROYALIST 
REVOLT. 


A Correspondent Speaks of Ha- 


waiian Affairs. 


EnrroK ItKi-iiiiurns:—TliB latest news 


from Hawaii of a lloyalist revolt, with 
Ions of life and perhaps destruction of 
property, only emphitsiv.es tho fact that 
American intere£te..-in--tfcai To'pubTTc 
should be proteded by tho presence of 
American men of-war in its waters. 


Honolulu, although tho capital city, is 


but a small uortion of the republic; in 
fact, the whole island of Uuhu, upon 
which it is situated, is but a little over 
600 square milus in extent. The large 
island of Hawaii and tho lessor ones of 
Mtiui and Kauai are where the princi- 
pal augar industries are situated, and in 
consequence where tho most of the 
American capital is invested, more than 
nine-tenths of all the plantations on 
those Islands being owned and con- 
ducted by Americana. There are largo 
American interests in Honolulu and on 
the island of Oahu, but they are more 
concentrated than on these other islands 
and consequently can be better pro- 
tected. 
These outlying districts are 


practically at tbe mercy of a mob should 
one arise for aggressive purposes, fo r the 
material from which such bodies are re- 
cruited outnumber tho Americans and 
their supporters twenty to one. 


Therefore, it would ecein a wise pre- 


cautionary to station at leaatone man-of- 
war at each of these islands to protect 
American intarests in case of an out- 
break there. As it ia now, the result of 
such an outbreak would be disastrous in 
ttio extreme, imlauied aa the natives are 
to riot and pillage by a few unscrupu- 
lous white adventurers and disap- 
pointed ollice seekers among the intelli- 
gent half breeds. 


The roadstead of Kahului ia a com- 


manding point for the island of Muni 
whore men and arms could be landed 
and transported to any of the principal 
plantations on that island in less than 
two hours, and to some of the very large 
ones in a few minutes, while from Milo 
nnd Malmtona on the island of Hawaii, 
nearly all of the principal plantations 
and settlements could be reached. 


Tf the presence of an American man- 


of-war is needed in Honolulu, it ia 
doubly needed at. tlieae points, for in 
Honolulu there are stationed the gov- 
ernment troops and volunteers, who 
during the late crises proved themselves 
able to aupprefid any uprising there, 
while on these other islands ho such 
military organizations exist. It is true 
there are men in nearly every district 
who are armed and organized for service 
should the occasion arise, but for the 
most part auch organizations are kept 
eecret and consequently they are not 
drilled or disciplined aa soldiers arc re- 
quired to be to perform effective service. 
Again, let them be ever so protlcieut in 
military tautica or over 80 courageous, 
their numbers are so small aa compared 
with the class they may be called upon 
to oppose, that the struggle would end 
in their utter defeat. 


It ia aincorely to be hoped that no 


auch uprising will take place; for the 
Hawaiian, if left alone, will never rise 
against the whites. They are as-a rule 
a gentle, generous, law abiding people, 
but when such men as the Ashfords get 
among them, and in their eloquent and 
persuasive way make them believe that 
the American planters have robbed 
them of their birthright and icduced 
them to serfdom, they are inflamed with 
tne desire for vengeance, and when once 
started, like all half civilized or barbar- 
ous people, they atop at neither murder 
nor arson until their vengeance has 
been satiated. 


The elder Ashford was a soldier in the 


Union army diving the rebellion, and 
itia probable that there he acquired the 
taate for warfare that he has for so 
many yeara displayed in the islands. 
He was a prominent mover in vthe last 


rebellion against Kalakaua with Kobort 
Wilcox, and was arrested for treason 
but waa allowed to owcape from the 
country, remaining away until 
tho 


formation of tho provisional govern- 
ment, when hu thought it safe to return 
to his old haunts and again huuoniu a 
re volution int. 


That tho apparent indifference of our 


present administration aa to whether or 
not American interests should be pro- 
tected in Hawaii haa uniholdened the 
Kpyaliata to strike this lust blow, gous 
without saying, and that our govern- 
ment will awaken to the gravity of tho 
situation and 
reverse ita Hawaiian 


policy ia desired and demanded by all 
within whom there- remains one spark 
of patriotism, or who desire to see 
American civilization with it3 brawn 
and energy, coupled with that ardent 
desire for advancement which has char- 
acterized it since the foundution of free 
America, triumph in tlio contest for 
ri^ht against tho rotten and debauched 
monarchy.

As .1 youth .Mr. Sones was known as 


one of the brightest pupilfl in tlio pub- 
lic Echools, from which he graduated 
with honor in 1831. He then attended 
Professor Sweneberg's business college, 
nnd after obtaining fl diploma, began us 
a bookkeeper to earn enough to carry 
him through college, but was pros- 
trated by a severe attack of typhoid 
fever, during which liia life hung in tho 
balance for many weeks, and being per- 
suaded that hia constitution could no* 
endure the confinement of office work 
he secured the position ol a teacher in 
the school at Ross. Ho held this posi 
tion for three years, and tlio patrons o 
the school remember him as the mos 
successful and best helovod teacher the 
district everemployed. He surrendered 
tho position to enter tho Michigan Uni- 
versity, and graduated from the literary 
department in lSi>2. He received spe- 
cial honors in the iorni of diplomas an 
bachelor of science and biology, ant 
in tho science nnd art of teaching, the 
latter being the first diploma of tho 
kind ever issued iu the university. lie 
was particularly noted for hia work in 
botany and received special mention 
ior it. 


After graduating from the universiti 


Mr. Sones was strongly recommended 
for the position of teacher of science, 
etc., in the high school at Fresno, Cal., 
and received the appointment. He was 
re-engaged the following season and wua 
earnestly urged to remain stilt another 
year, hut accepted instead a position of 
assistant professor of physics in the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley. 


Tho disease which terminated hia 


career dates hack undoubtedly to the 
eovcro illness already alluded to. He 
waa taken with severe cramps in tho 
abdominal regions, and na the pain re- 
fused to yield to tho usual methods of 
treatment, a surgical operation was re- 
sorted to. Jt was found that tho intes- 
tines were hopelessly diseased, and that 
hftiMi'e flurvivcd this attack death would 
inevitably have resulted in a few months 
nt moat. He was ill but throe days, and 
tho first intimation hia family received 
was a telegram announcing his serious 
sickness, closely followed by another 
saying that he waa dead. Hia death 
occurred Friday evening, January 4th.

"highly regarded by his preceptors, am1 
President Angell of the Michigan uni 
versity and others expressed thuir gnof 


u letters of condolence to his puruuttt. 
Keeolutions of regret were alno adopted 
iy Alpha Chapter I\ D. Th. at Ann 
Arbor, of which ho was ft member, and 
tho California chapter of the same £0- 
•iuty tt»ok charge o( the body at Sun 
Francieop and held the usual funeral
